Tho only thing to avoid in late gardens is the planting of crops 


which mature host in cold weather. Lettuce and spinach, for Instance, 
do not like hot wcathor. But fortunately these plants which, do com- 
bat hot weather aro the ones which usuafly produce vegetables which 
'will store well. The most valuable war gardens will be those which 
do yield storablc/food.
